Of his past 
career I have nothing to say, nor have I any- 
thing to tell you about Miss Huntington. She 
ig a capricious and somewhat wilifal girl, but 
we had a pleasant winter together for all 
that, and I wish her every dapp mess. 


HIS CARBME IN VIENNA. 

Prince Hatzfeidt plunged into a wild career 
in Vienna as soon as he reached his majority 
and felt free of the fetters of his fond mam- 
ma's apron-stringe. He was a preux cheve- 
lier, gambled for high stakes, was in favor 
with gay women, and kept a large racing 
stable. His exeoesses soon exhausted bis 
resources. His mother, who was accounted 
to be worth about , 000, 000, came to his aid 
with a million marks, which also scon van- 
ished. Pressed hard for money the Prince 
fell into the bands of Vienna usurers to whom 
he gave his notes of hand for many hundreds 
of thousands. The notes fell due, and he could 
not meet them. Hs paid immense sums for 
renewals. These payments were also made 
on paper which the Prince agaia falled to meet 
when they became due. The Hatzfeldt estates 
yielded large income, but the Prince found it 
im possibile to obtain any of it 
to pay for bis follies. Besides his 
income had been mortgaged in order to 
furnish Couat Paul Hatzfeldt, brother of the 
Prince’s father, with means to make a splurge 
becoming bis station as German Minister to 
England. The creditors, thinking to exerts 
pressure upon the family, procured an order 
of arrest forthe Prince. His fatber refused to 
come to his son’s relief.

HE WRONGED A FRIEND.

For the last seven years he 
has lived a retired life, giving up society and 
even breaking an engagement witha high- 
bred young lady to whom he was engaged to 
be married, on account of the disgrace caused 
by his friend's faithiessness. Having given up 
his private fortune te pay Hatzfeldt'’s debts 
the Baron was entirely dependent on his

“Furstenberg, who is much incensed against 
the Prince, would, I believe, if he came back 
to-day and restored the money lost by him, 
receive him with open arms, Some people, of 
course, will never forgive him, but enough 
will do soto remove the ban of ostracism. 
The Prince will one day be heir to large es- 
tates. He isa clever fellow, with true Yankee 
ability for business.

A BERLIN LADY'S OPINION. 

So far as Berlin and Vienna are concerned 
approval of the marriage is largely based on 
the hope that the Prince will utilize his wife’s 
dowry to settle his debts.

He 
plunged reckiessiy into debt and sought to 
retrieve his fortune on the turf and at tae 
card-table with varying success. Until 
his Berlin escapade become known he 
was received in geod society, where he 
remained long enough to establish the reputa- 
tion of a fortune hunter.

Oneof the thousand 
and one stories about the Prince in Paris is 
that he borrewed $100,000 there to carry on his 
love campaign with Miss Huntington and fol- 
low ber to Aix, where abe bad gone with Mrs.

THE COURTSHIP AT AIX. 

At that ewell watering piace Hatsfeldt made 
his attentions even more marked than they 
were in Paris.

They were 
generally accepted as such and were often 
seen dining without other company in private 
rooms of the hotel and the Prince gave dinners 
in honor of Huntington at the Casino.

HUNTINGTON PERE ON THE SCENE. 

Mise Huntington wrote to her father that she 
was engaged.

Hatsfeldt foilowed, The 
father and daughter had an interview at the 
Hotel Bristol. Huntington refused to sano- 
tion the marriage until he made inguiries.

She 
aut herself in her room and threatened to 
starve and all that sort of thing. 

FILING TUS PRIOR. 

When the Prince first met Huntington his de- 
mands wereso high that Huntington would 
not listen tothem. The Prince wrote two or 
three friends complaining bitterly of Hunt- 
ington ’s meanness towards him. Huntington 
refused to have anything more to do with him. 
He brought his family to London, leaving the 
Prinoe in Paris.

TRACING STANLEY'S FOOTSTEPS. 


The Reute Which: the Explorer Prebably 
Toek After Parting From Emin Bey. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 


ONDON, Oct. 2%6.—D. 
W. Freshfield,Co-Seo- 
retary to Sir Francis 
De Winton of the Emin 
Relief Committee, in 
an interview to-day 
regarding the dispatch 
from Capt. Wissmann 
relating to Emin 
Pasha, Henry M. Stan- 
ley, Sig. Casatiand six 
Englishmen said the

news of the African explorers was undoubt- 
edly the same newscontained In a message 
alleged to have been sent by a trader and pub- 
lished nearly six months ago, stating that 
Emin, Stanley, Capt. Casati and the others 
were at Albert Nyanzain November, 1888, en 
route for Mpwapwa. 
STANLEY’S MOVEMENTS. 

Continuing, Mr. Freshfield said: ‘‘The au- 
thorities of the Congo State have since the 
publication of their dispatch of September 12 
received sufficient evidence to enable them to 
regard as authentic the news that Stanley sev- 
eral months ago parted from Emin Pasha on 
the eastern shore of Victoria Nyanza and 
started in the direction of Mombassa, where 
they expect him to arrive early in November. 
Stanley then attempted to reach the coast by 
presing down the westside of Victoria Nyan- 
za. In this endeavor he was unsuccessful and 
retraced his steps towards the North, reaching 
the eastern shore of the lake, accompanied by 
Emin. On the borderof the lake he made a 
long stay awaiting supplies, and at last left 
Emin there and started off, as I mentioned be- 
fore, for the coast. 

THE EXPLORER’S INTENTIONS. 

My hypothesis of Stanley's intentions Is as 
follows: His start along the west of the Vic- 
toria Nyanza, would, if continued, have taken 
him by way of Maaiala or Tabora towards the 
coast opposite Zanzibar. Both these places 
are mission stations, : 
and they are con- 
nected with the 
coast by a series of 
missionary posts, so 
thatonce at Tabora 
Stanley would have 
been on the high 
road to the sea. But 
since the quarrel be- 
tween the Arabs and 
the Germans the 
whLole of the interior 
has become unset- 
tied, andit is by no 
means clear how many of these missions still 
exist and to what extent they would be able 
to facilitate the journey. Neither Stanley nor 
Emin at the Albert Nyanza would be aware of 
the turn events have taken in the country 80 
far to the soutn. But the revivalof Arab 
barbarity and hostility has penetrated to the 
north of the great lake, and the revolution 
that took place not many months ago in 
Uganda probably accounts for the abandon- 
ment of Stanley’s march south. 

FIGHTING THEIR WAY. 

According tothe reports that preceded the 
above-mentioned telegram the two leaders 
hed to fight their way dotb in Unjoro and 
Uganda. It may be that the resistance met 
with was the cause of the change of plan, or 
that there was fighting on the southward 
journey in Unjoro and on the later eastward 
journey lu Uganda. It bas usually been as- 
sumed that from Victoria Nyanza Stanley 
would make straight for the coast,either from 
the south side of the lake towards Zanzibar or 
from ite north side to Mombassa, which lies 
between Zanzibar and Lamu,the port recently 
ocoupied by the British chartered company. 
But the reports described the explorer as 
moving down theeastern shore of the lake 
and sending detachments to points a long way 
south.

former accomplished School Superin- 
tendent, now United States Commis- 
sioner of Education. Any suggestions 
from him on the subject of kindergartens 


| are entitled to great weight, and there is 


no call for any one just now to controvert 
what he says in favor of a thorough kin- 
dergarten system ‘‘for children between 
the ages of 4 and 6.’’ 

But in conceding that a constitutional) 
amendment must be submitted by the 
Legisiature and adopted by the people of 
Missouri, before the people of St. Louis 
can provide for the support of such a 
system, his letter remands the kinder- 
garten question to the limbo of dead 
issues, so far as the pending school elec- 
tion is concerned. The thing to be de- 
termined by this election is not whether 
the School Board should have more 
power, but how the power it already has 
shall be exercised. 

Prof. Harris himself pronounces 
against the policy of evading the consti- 
tutional obstacle by attempting to main- 
tain a rump system of spurious kinder- 
gartens for older children, with some of 
the regular common school course intro- 
duced. There are both legal and finan- 
cial difficulties in the way of the success 
of such a compromise, and its failure 
would only retard the attainment of a 
real kindergarten attachment to each of 
our city schools. Until the required 
power can be obtained from the State, 
the kindergarten question is and must re- 
main as dead an issue as the study of 
German. 

Those who want to see our cities pro- 
vided with a real kindergarten system such 
as Prof. Harris recommends for children 
between the ages of 4 and 6, should go to 
work in a proper and effective way. with 
an appeal tothe Legislature and people 
of Missouri for a constitutional amend- 
ment.

NOT FOR FARMERS. 

In reply to the farmers’ ePetition tor 
reciprocity treaties to secure freer mar- 
kets for their products exported to foreign 
countries, they are coolly told by a high 
tariff organ that the prices of their ex- 
portsare regulated abroad by a competi- 
tion which cannot be affected by treaties 
or tariff. 

Yet within the last three months these 
farmers have seen Mexico put heavy, and 
perhaps prohibitive,duties on beef cattle, 
provisions and other farm products from 
these Western States in retaliation for 
the rejection of a reciprocity treaty and 
the new regulations by which Winpom 
stopped the importation of Mexican silver- 
lead ores. 

The proposition that the export prices 

of our pork, beef and breadstuffs are not 
affected by the heavy protective taxes 
they must pay before they can be sold in 
France or Germany is absurd enough to 
pees for an intentional insult to the intel- 
ligence of the farmers. Moreover, it isa 
cold and flat contradiction of the high 
tariff dogma that the tax on imports 
comes out of the pockets of the foreign 
producer and exporter. 
If a discriminating tariff cannot be used 
asa weapon of protection for our home 
interests, to fight discriminations against 
our products—if we cannot retaliate with 
discriminations that will compel foreign 
nations to abandon their discrimina- 
tions against our exporte—-then there 
is in our tariff scheme no thought of 
protecting our farmers. The only pro- 
tection a tariff policy might afford them 
in return for the burdens it imposes on 
them is denied them.

FEDERAL ELECTION LAWS. 
Hon. R. Q. Mitts says the Democrats 
will be strong enough in the House to pre- 
vent the adoption of any new rules en- 
abling the Republicans to pass partisan 
caucus bills with less than a constitutional 
majority present and voting for such 
measures.

THE WIFE'S STORY. 
At a late hour last night a SUNDAY Post- 
DISPATOH reporter calied at the Cote 
Brilliante Police Station, where Ross was 
first taken, and it was there that 
the first definite informationin re to his 
residence was ascertained. Dr. McWilliams, 
who had been out there, did not re- 
member the number, only recalling that 
the house was somewhere out on 
North Market street, in the vicinity of 
Elieardsvilic. The night officer at the 
Cote Brilliante Station knew nothing about 
the case exce thet the certificate 
of Ross’ insanity, signed by Dr. Shaw, had 
been brought to the station by Charles Kauft- 
man of 2246 Clark avenue andthe arrest had 
been madde by Officer Monrotus. Kauffman 
as was afterwards ascertained is a cousin of 
Ross’ wife. 

Leaving the police station the reporter 
started out to find 4265 North Market street, 
and after no littie difficulty succeeded in 
locating it. It is a two-story brick. The 
lower floor ia a butcher-shop. A ring at the 
bell brought a man and a woman to the door. 
It was then about 10:30 o'clock, but the 
inmates had not yet retired. The 
woman who came to the door said that she 
was Mrs. Koss, and when the reporter ex- 

lalsed his mission he was invited up-stairs. 

‘he man who accompanied Mrs. Ross 
to tue door was introduced as Mr. 
Thomas Gibson. Mrs. Ross is a German 
woman of about 85 years of — She has a 
rosy complexion and a bright face, and 
evinced mach intelligence. She beg an 
her stury by stating that she guessed she 
might as well telithetruth about the whole 
matter, and ber statements were made in 
such a way as to impress one with the belief 
that she was not swerving from her announced 
intention. 

„We just heard this evening, she said, 
that Ross was taken to the holdover and 
from there traneferred to the City Hospital. 
We were of the opinion that ne had been sent 
to the Asylum.

Jimmie Haven, one of the night turnkeys, 
stated that Ross always talked very rationally 
while he was present and appea to be pos- 
sessed of all bis faculties. e said the steam 
pipes made a cracking sound and Ross

**] was called to see John Ross about two 
weeks ago, I think it was, he said. ‘‘Ihad 
attende him twice before within the last 
three or four years for melancholia, and this 
was the third time I bad been called to attend 
him. I found undoubted evideaoces of arsen- 
ical poisoning, not only in Ross, but also in 
his two children and ‘Tommy,’ as he called 
him, Gibson, who was sick in 
the next room Tommy and Ross 
had been intimate friends foralong time, 
and I believe whatever suspicions Ross had 
of Gioson were the ideas ola crazy man. He 
never said he suspected Tommy of betraying 
his friendship, but he said once or twice that 
the last man in the world he would suspect 
was Tommy. I found Ross, the two children 
and Tommy nursed by Mrs. Ross and a cousin 
of her’s. did not hear the name of any 
physician who had preceded me in the 
case, but the day after 1 was called 
I heard that a physician who bad been there 
said he was glad I had been called in because 
he confessed he did not know what was the 
matter withthe people.

1 
were living In the same house and, as I 
while Ross did not say anything that would 
indicate suspicion he said several times 
that Gibson was the last man he would sus- 
oy of betraying him. Iwas sure that Ross 

tried to poison the whole family with 
arsenic, and he atarted to make a confession 
to me, but he stopped and I did not press it.’’ 

Did any one else have any suspicions?’’

„On Wednesday night two Mrs. Ross’ 
cousins, two married ladies—they were not 
sisters—but both were counsins of Mrs. Ross— 
came to me and told me something must be 
done or there would be a triple murder at 
that house meaning that Ross would Kuli 
his wite, this maa Tommy and himecif. I 
told them thatthe only thing to de done was 
toappeal tothe Board of Heaith and have 
Ross removed to the Insane Asylum. 
He had. no money, or very little, 
if any. and that was the only 
place he could go. On Thursday about 
4 o’clock, I think, Gibson and one of the 
cousins of Mrs. Ross came here and said that 
the Board of Health refused to actin the case 
unless they had a * certificate, and 
I told them I would issue a certificate.

A STRANGE DISEASE. 


An Autopsy of Special Interest to the Medi- 
cal Profession. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

NEW Yorg, Oct. 26.—In the back room of W. 
H. Hawks’ undertaking establishment at No. 
8 Sixth avenue, where Drs. Ferguson and Ir- 
win hastily cut open the body of the late 
Mind-Reader Bishop after he had dropped 
dead at the Lambs’ Club last summer, another 
autopsy of great interest to the medical pro- 
fession was conducted to-night. The cadaver 


was that of John M. McIntosh, who 
died suddenly last Thursday evening just 
as he had finished a hearty dinner. he 
deceased was born in London, Canada, Prov- 
ince of Ontario, forty-three years ayo. He 
came here shortly after graduating in medi- 
cine and opened a drug store on Sixth avenue. 

Five years ago be —— to complain of pains 
and numbness in his legs. The muscies begaa 
gradually atropbying. His knee joints and 
ankle joints thea became anchylosed and it 
was with difficuity he was able to walk. The 
affection of tne limbs is termed 83 
or kla hardening by the medien) protess ion. 

A true case has not been krown in this coun- 
try for very many years. The legs were pearly 
ossified. 

Tue interesting post mortem lasted over two 
hours. Specimens of the several organs were 
taken out togetber with many s6c- 
tions of nerves. These will be taken 
carefully to the Carnegie Laboratory, where 
they will be subjected to microscopical ex- 
amination. A peculiar feature of the body 
was the general appearance of the 
skin on the legs. It looked somewhat like 
the darker shade of russet leather. This rare 
case of scereherderma will give the solons of 
the Carnegie Laboratory something to stud 
up for some days to dome. The remains will 
be taken by reiatives to Canada for interment 
to-morrow. 


HOUSTON (TEX.) BOOMING. 


Large Cotten Millis to Be Erected—Street 
Improvements.

A NOVEL CIGAR-LIGHTER, 


The Invention of More Than Three-Quarters 
of a Century Ago. 


From the Chicago Tribune. 

The Rookery. cigar store yesterday became 
the possessor of quite a curiosity in the way of 
acigar-lighter. It is a contrivance invented 
by an old German professor named Doeberein, 
at Jena,a small German town, 1810. It is 
hardly possibie the professor intended his in- 
vention for a cigar-lighter, but it seems to be 
better adapted for that purpose than for any- 


thing else. In appearance this machine isa 
two-quart glass jar having a top cap of brass, 
inthe center of which is a valve opened by 
pressing down on a lever, and opposite and 
about an inch from the opening is a small 
tube containing a platinum plate, about the 
size ofanickel. In the jar is a mixture of 
vitriol and water and pendant from the top, 
by a-brass wire, is a small piece of zinc. This 
zine is so acted on by the vitriol that t ex- 
tracts the hydrogen from the water and forms 
agas. Pressing the lever permits this gas to 
escape, and its force carries it to the platinum 
plate, exciting it at once to in- 
tense heat, and the heat thus generated ig- 
nites the gas, and thus a flame, a veritable 
gas jet, is created. What use the old pro- 
fessor intended to put this contrivance 

hard now to conjecture, but itis a remarkable 
fact thatthe machine was invented so long 
ago and yet has remained in obscurity. The 
little engine yesterday created considerable 
talk among the electricians of Chicago, many 
of whom examined it. 

It seems that some of these mes were 
made, probably about the time of the inven- 
tion, and fouror five were brought to this 
country in 1844 by Germans who settied in 
Amana, la. It ogy | Seg that a business man 
ofthis city was not long ago, and, 
chancing to see one of the machines, told Al- 
bert Breitung, pro Ir of the cigar store, of 
it, and that gentieman at once sent for one.

it. The ‘First Presbyterian Church!“ is 
the historic Protestant congregation of 
the city and of the West. It was organized 
November 18, 1617, seventy-two years 
ago, when St. Louis was a village, struggling 
for first place among the several pioneer set- 
tlements in the then Territory of Missouri. 
Rev. Salmon Giddings, from the Williams- 
town College in Massachusetts, came to 
St. Louls as a Presbyterian missionary 
the year previous, and dy dint of 
hard work among the few hundred 
inhabitants got eight women and two 
men enlisted to form the first Protestant so- 
clety of the rugged Western town. The two 
men—Stephen Hempstead and Thos. Osborne 
~were the deacons and The First Presby- 
terian Arch of st. Louis“ the name of the 
pioneer society. Thos. H. Benton was clerk 
of the citizens’ meeting which was held Jan- 
wary II, 1819, to devise means for erecting 
a Protestant house of worship in 8. 
Louis.’’ About 58,000 was raised, and 
the first Protestant church of the 
territory, except old McKendree Oburch in 
Cape Girardeau County, was erected. The 
trustees selected a site ‘‘away out of town’’ 
for the building. They located it ata point 
away down-town—the half block bounded by 
Washington avenue and &t. 

Charles street. 


The building fronted on St. Charles street 
and stood some distance from the west line of 
Fourth. 

It was a handsome structure for that period. 
It cost much more than the modest sum at 
first subscribed.

It is a piece of tin the length of the official 
batiot after the heading has been torn off.

This system of checking off names on the 
floor became instantly popular among them 
and the polls had only been open a shor 
time when negroes could be seen spread 
out all over the booths in every 
direction with penoiis and tine out marking 
paliotse.

THE LATEST TASCOTT. 


Chicage Detectives Think the Philadelphia 
Suspect May Be Tascott. 


By Telezraph tothe Post-DIsPaTcu. 

OnroaGo, Hl., Oct. 2.—Chief of Detectives 
Horace Elliott received a dispatch from the 
Philadeiphia police this morning regarding 
the latest Tascott capture, which set him 
prancing aboutin avery lively manner. The 
dispatch contained a description of the Phiia- 
Gelphia capture that corresponded exactiy 
with the one sent over the country by Chief 


Hubbard. The dispatch was as follows:

He Bas a car on the right knee and a small 
faint scar under right eye, is of good address 
and stands and waike with bis hands in his 
pockets.

Two side front teeth are out. Plays a man- 
dolin and guitar. Is there any one 
in Philadelphia whom we can find to identif 
him? Refuses to give any account of himself, 
and displayed considerable anxiety when in- 
formed that he was wanted in Chicago. Will 
try and send photographs by to-morrow’s 
mall. Answer. Cuas. W. Woon, 
Chief of Detectives. 
Most remarkable lead we have struck yet, 
said the Chief of Detectives, as he procured 
one of the circulars describing Tascott sent 
outfrom here. The scars described dy the 
pelice are all mentioned in the circular, and

Mr. Stone read the description and 
mmediately left for lic headquarters 
where be left a note to Chiet Hubbard, telling 
that official what he thought of the capture. 
To Elliott Mr. Stone said: 

**The description is a very good one and the 
man should not be dism as not being 
Taseott until we can thoroughly investigate. 
Of course I could not say whether he is Tas 
cott, but we can tell when his picture arrives. 
If that warrants the suspicion that the pris- 
oner is the one we want we will send some 
one on to Philadelphia to fully identify him.“ 

Some of the officials affected to make light 
of the capture, but Mr. Stone and Lieut. 
Elliott said it was farfrom being a matter of 
jest, and that it was possible that the mur- 
derer of Snell had at last deen caught.

He said: *‘Tnere is not a sensibie 
Choctaw to-day who cannot see the coming of 
the inevitable; neither the Choctaws, Chero- 
kees, Chickasaws, Seminoles or Oreeks can 
hope to hold this territory in ite present con- 
dition much longer. It is bound to be settled 
up, opened and sectionized, and it will be 
better for us inthe end. The only thing for 
us to devide is whether we will ask for this 
change and get it at our oon terms or accept 
the terms dictated to us. 1 amin favor of 
taking the lead and there are several ways to 
doit. One is to sell enough of the public do- 
main to endow our school and 2 ic institu- 
tions and all the rest of our lands in several‘y 
pro rata, giving those who have large im- 
rovements an opportunity to purchase the 
mprovements.’’

Delegates to the Great Congress 
of Nations. : 


SIGNIFICANCE OF THE CONFERENCE AND 
ITS ORGANIZATION. 


Nerth, Central and South Americans Meet 
to Ferm an Inter-Continenstal Alliance 
—An Excursion Through the Country 
at the Goveroment’s Expense—How the 
Representatives of Other Natiens Will 
Be Entertained in 8t.

This congress of representatives from all 
the American States has been suggested time 
and again since 1821, when an attempt was 
made to get the American Governments to- 
gether for the purpose of consolidat- 
ing an alliance. That attempt failed, 
but the idea did not dais out. 
It represented a sentiment which is deep- 
rooted in the American mind, and it was not 
possible but that some day it would take 
shape. But it was not until the administra- 
tion of #resident Garfield that any definite 
action was taken. One éfthe first public acts 
of Secretary Biaine was to issue an invitation 


Blaine. 

to Mexico and all the South and Oentral 
American governments to meet in Washing- 
ton at some date to be named ata later day. 
Before the plan was perfected Gen. Garfield 
died, and Mr. Blaine was succeeded as Secre- 
tary of State by Mr. Frelinghuysen, who re- 
called the invitation. 

The project slumbered until a few months 
before the expiration of Mr. Cleveland’s 


term, when Secretary Bayard presented the 
matter to Congress, with the recommendation 
that an appropriation be made to carry the 
proposition Into effect. Both houses promptly 
seconded the recommendation and voted a 
liberal appropriation. A cordial invitation 
was sent to each government, and an equally 
cordial acceptances has been received from 
the most of them. 

Mr. Blaine, as is well hnown, was the parent 
ofthe idea in the Garfield administration. It 
was meet that the Congress should be held 
when he was again in piace and power. 

THE OBJECT OF THE CONGRESS. 

The scope and purpose of the conference 
are represented under the following heads: 

1. Measures that shall tend to preserve the 
peace and promote the prosperity of the sey- 
eral American States. 

2. Measures toward the formation of an 
American Customs Union, under which the 
trade of the American nations with each other 
shall, so far as possible and profitable, 
promoted. 

3. The establishment of regular and frequent 
communication between the rte of the sev- 
eral American states and the ports of cach 
other. 

4. The establishment of a uniform system of 
costoms regulations in each ofthe independ- 
ent American States, to govern e mode of 
importation and exportation of merchandise 
and port dues and charges, a uniform method 
of determining the classificatian and valua- 
tion of such merchandise In the ports of each 
country, endauniform system of invoices; 
andthe subject of sanitation of ships and 
quarantine. 

5. The adoption of a uniform system of 
weights and measures and laws to protect the 

atent rights, copyrighta and trade marks of 

he citizens of either country in theother, and 
for the extradition of criminals. 

6. The adoption of a common silver coin, to 
be issued by each government, the same to be 
a legal tender in all com al transactions 
— the citizens of all the American 

taves. 

7. Au eeoment upon and recommendation 
for adoption to their respective governments 
of adefinite plan of arbitration of ali ques- 
tions, disputes and differences that may now 
or hereafter exist between them, to the end 
that all difficulties and disputes between such 
nations may ponceabitg settied and wars 
prevented.

leasure the invitation of the President of the 

nited States of America to be the guests of 
the Government in au excursion through the 
territory of the United States, and that we ex- 
press our thanks for said invitation. 

An informal reception by the President at 
the White House followed. 

The next day according to programme the 
excursion began. The countries represented 
are the United States of America, Mexico, the 
Argentine Republic, Bolivia, Brazil, Chill, 
Colombia, Costa Rica, Guatemala, 
Honduras, Nicaragua Salvador, Ura- 
guay and Venezuela. The Dominion of Gan- 
ada is not represented because, being under 
foreign domination, it is not an independent 
American State. Cuba andthe West Indian 
Islands are notrepresented because they are 
for the most part under foreign domination. 
Hayti and San Domina are not represented 
because they have failed to send delegates. 

The delegates are all men of note in the 
countries from which they come. 


MEXICO. 

From our nearest republican neighbor, 
Mexico, come three delegates—Senor Matias 
Romero, Dr. J. N. Navarro and Senor Jose 
Ives Limantour. 

Romero was born in Oaxaca, Mexico, Feb- 
ruary 24, 1887. He was 
educated at the Insti- 
tute of Arts in his 
native town. After 
studying philosopby 
and law he settled in 
Mexico City in 1858, 
and through the in 
fiaence of Juarez he 
secured a position in 
the foreign office. He 
was admitted to the 
bar in 1857, and in 
the revolution or 
that year remained 
true to the pa- 
triotic and national 
cause, He was hes 
first appointed Min- . ie Es 
ister to Washing- Matias Romero. 
ton in 1850. He was identified with the for- 
tunes and triumph of the Republican party 
during the Maximilian period. He returned 
to Washington as Minis in 1863, remaining 
till 1868, when he accepted the portfolio of the 
Treasury Department in the Juarez Cabinet. 

After baving held various positions of trust 
and importance at bome we find him again as 
Minister at Washington in the brief Garfield 
Administration.

CHIEF JUSTICE HORTON’S OPEN LETTER ON 
THE SUBJECT. 


Opening of the Oampaign in Sedgwick 
Ceunty—An Appeal to the Republican 
State Committee for ‘Financial Advice’’ 
—Republican Antis Oo-Operating With 
the Democrats—The Schoo! Population of 
the State—An Impertant Invention for 
Farmers—Salina and the Missouri Pacific 
Rallway—A Stubborn County Treasurer 
Light Registration in Atchison—Kansas 
News. 


OPERA. Kan., Oct, 
26.—Chief Justice Hor- 
ton has taken a pro- 
nounced stand against 
the resubmission of 
the prohibition ques- 
tion. An open letter 
written by him has 
just been made public, 
and isthe most posi- 
tive utterance on the question which has yet 
been heard from a member of the Supreme 
Bench. He says: 

It there shall ever be a resubmission, Kan- 
eas will demand that the constitution shall be 
o modified that the mothers, wives and 
Gaughters in the State shail also cast their 
ballot on the question. The legisiation (be- 


ginning with the existence of Kansas 
as a State) which enlarged the le- 
gal rights ot women in regard 


to holding property; the polley of coeduca- 
tion adopted from the first in all the State 
educational institutions; the genera! liberality 
of Kansas public seatiment in regard to the 
entrance of women into all the trades and pro- 
fessions; the exeroise of the right, early oon- 
ferred, to vote at school elections and, later, 
the extension of municipal suffrage to women, 
has made the women of Kansas, collectively, 
a social and political power such as does not 
exist elsewhere. This power is solidly in favor 
of prohibition. Those who underrate it show 
a lack of political sense. Quiescent at times, 
Indifferent perhaps on many questions, an 
attack on prohibition will rouse its entire 
strength. Prohibition has metthe entire ap- 
proval of the women of Kansas, and they will 
stand by it. 

„Kansas has beea benefited and is satis- 
fied. It is a matter of entire indifference in 
Kansas what Pennsylvania or Massachusetts 
or Rhode Island or Connecticut may do. In 
those States, and in many others, the specious 
snare of high license has bound the temper- 


stomed to lead and not to follow. A ma- 
jority of the people of Kansas opposed slavery 
when a majority of the people of the United 
States bowed down to it and worsbiped it. 
Kaneas did not wait till the liquor interest 
was intrenched in the State and with millions 
of money at its command. There were but 
few breweries and not a distillery in the State 
when the prohipvition amendment was 
adopted. All classess in Kansas have 
been benefited by prohibition. Its 
beneficial influence has reached rich 
and poor, but most of all it 
has helped the — 41 man. The effect of 
the passage of the law in our manufacturing 
towns was immediate. The hand of the liquor 
seller, before stretched out between the em- 
ployer and the employe, disappeared from the 
y le. Grocers, bakers, dealers in cloth- 
na, noticed a change. The money came to 
them for the necessaries of lite that before 
had been expended for its bane and curse. 
The father is no longer allured, with the con- 
sent of the State, to uander. the money of 
his wife and little ohiidren. Employers have

IMPORTANT REFORMS AGITATING THE AR- 
KANSAS LAWMAKERS. 


The Crop Mortgage and Its Disastrous Re- 
sults — Demand for a Change in the 
Homestead Exemptien Laws—The Con- 
vict Lease System to Be Overhauled—Its | 
Degrading Effects on Prisoners.

ITTLE ROCK, Ark., 
Oct. 2.—S everal is- 
sues of considerable 
importance have 
made their appearance 
within the past week. 
The would-be law 
makers, both for and 
against, are gathering 

— up their scattered 
forces und preparing to do battle with old 
tline vigor and zeal. Prominent among the 
questions that will come up for the considera- 
tlon of gentiemen who desire to sit 
in the General Assembly is the 
‘‘crop mortgage“ law. The same political 
elephant is brought out at each campaign, 
performs the regulation number of tricks and 
is retired to await the pleasure of its masters— 
the politicians. Meanwhile the class most 
directly affected—the poor farmers—continue 
to squirm and writhe beneath the tyrannical 
heel of the storekeepers or planters who hap- 
pen to hold the mortgage. Under this statute 
the planter or the merchant, as the case may 
be, furnishes a tenant supplies and takes a 
mortgage on the crops yet tobe grown. The 
mortgage is not confined to the crop raised 
during the year for which the supplies are 
furnished, but it may extend to all crops the 
mortgagor can raise during his natural lite. 
This system virtually transforms the maker 
of the mortgage into a slave. He is 
deprived of allhope of obtaining credit else- 
where, and is of necessity compelled to trade 
with the holder of the mortgage, regardless 
of the prices charged or the quality of the 
goods sold. There is no choice in the matter. 
The landlord has a lien on the crop for rent, 
while the supply merchant has a lien for 
goods funished. All risk is assumed by the 
borrower. If the crop is destroyed in any 
way the mortgage takes what remains, and 
looks to the crops of succeeding years to 
makeup the deficit. Sometimes the tenant is 
refused goods on the ground that he 
bas already received more than 
enough to equal the probable extent of 
his crop. If the mortgagor becomes dis- 
couraged and refuses to cultivate the crop, 
the merchant can have it cultivated and 


mortgages no judicial proceedings are neces- 
sary to ascertain the exactamountdue. The 
mortgagee may seize and sell the property for 
any amount he may consider unpaid and then 
file an affidavit with the Recorder of

steady absorption of short wheat caused an 
amount of uneasiness to the sellers, which 
revealed itself in their efforts to buy the stuff 
buck when the friends of the article showed 
thelr subétantial faith in it at. the de- 
cline which had taken place, A 
break of Se per bu its generally con- 
sidered a good enough ‘‘pointer’’ to buy on 
and the bull contingent was strengthened by 
the believers in this theory. The bulis also 
steadily contend that the deliveries in the 
Northwest have reached their culmination 
andthat from sow ona gradual decrease is 
more than likely to take place. They are de- 
lievers also in a similar state of affairs with 
regard to Russian wheat supplies and are sus- 
tained in this by reports from England of 
diminishing receipts from that country and 
stiffer prices being demanded by the 
Greek merchants and Jewish traders 
who control the grain trade of 
Russia. The supplies from India are also 
cleimed to be failing off and England is ex- 
pected to be more dependent ou this conntry 
for future supplies than has been the case for 
many years. This may all prove true, but the 
bears treat such talk as do gailors when they 
are asked to swallow a more than usually in- 
digestible yarn, which they pass om to the 
marines as more suitable to their unsophisti- 
cated stomachs. The export demand is 
in the future and 60 also is 
the let-up in the Northwestern move- 
ment, and as general opinion favors an 
increase of somewhere near 2,000,000 bu to 


the stock in sight this week, any immediate 
advance upon the faith of contingencies, 
which may never arise, is thought by the 
bears to be highly improbable. One of the 
longest horned bulls on Friday and Saturday 
was Bob Lindblom, fresh from bis sojourn 
among the farmers at their convention in 
ourcity. His address concerning what he 
nove about speculation has apparentiy 
brought him some ood-sized buying 
orders and if his advice to the farmin

A HIGH OPINION OF DOGS. 


Ouida Thinks Man Has Not Taken Advan- 
tage of His Opportunities—Dogs Can and 
Do Think, Says the Popular Novelist.

N English writer has 

declared that in view

fact. The dog does continually display quali- 
ties upon which man might with advantage

Louis Euault called thé ‘‘Chien de Capitaine,’’ 
which I should wish every one who cares for 
dogs to read, and which would, even to those 
who do notcare for animals, awaken sym- 
pathy inthe loyal rough-coated four-footed 
hero and his troublous Odyssey, from Senegal 
to Normandy. A French critic once gravely 
objected to a story of this kind on the score 
that un chien ne pourrait pas penser.

At pontifical vespers the celebrant will night of mirth and 


whieh ts to take place 
in Baltimore on the 
10th, llth and 12th of 
November next. The 
occasion to be com- 
memorated is the es- 
 $ablishment of the Hierarchy of the Oathollo 
Church in the United States, which took effect 
: in 1769 under a bull of Pope Pius VI., creating 
the hierarchy and appoistiag John Carroll 
first Bishop of Baltimore, his episcosal terri- 
tory at that time extending over the entire 
Federal Union. Bishop Carroll was conse- 
crated in the chapel of Lulworth Castle, in 
England, by Bishop Walmsley, Vicar Apos- 
tolic of the London district, on August 15, 
1700. For twenty-five years he filled the post 
to which he had been calied in Baltimore, dy- 
ing at the ripe old age of 81. 

Bishop Caroll was the Patriarch as he was 
the pioneer of the Oatholic Chureh in the 
United States. When he was consecrated 
there were less than 40,000 Uatholics in the 
country, now there are 9,000,000. Under his 
spiritual control were 80 priests whose 
successors now number 8,000. There 
was but one college near Georgetown, but 
thore was neither a Catholic Asylum nor a 
single hospital. Now there are 10,500 churches, 
97 seminaries and 650 otifer institutions of 
education belonging to that *eligion in the 
Union, with 3,000 Catholic parochial schools, 
18 Archbishops and 71 Bishops to carry on the 
work Bishop Carroll so faithfully and vigor- 
ously begun and prosecutea while he lived. 

THE ASSEMBLAGE 
to meetin Baltimore is something more than 
a monster gathering for the purpose of cele- 
brating a Centennial. It is really a Congress 
of the Catholic people of the United States. 
Every State and Territory will be represented. 
Seventy-three bishops and archbishops have 


announced their intention to be present, and 
the leading church dignitaries of Canada and 
Mexico will also participate io the proceed- 
ings.

Meeting the approval of Cardinal Gibbons 
the preliminaries were speedily arranged an

Although 61 years of age time has 
dealt so kindly with him that he looks much 
younger. A noble, impressive face, kindly 
eyes, and a clear, flexible voice, which he 
uses, effectively as an Orator, are his chief 
characteristics. 

Archbishop Williams of Boston is a native 
of the American Athens. All his church work, 
since he graduated at St. Sulpice, Paris, has 
been done in that city, and the various ap- 
pointments he has filled have been at the 
same see. He was consecrated Bishop in 
1866 and promoted to the Arcbbishopriec in 
1875. His snow-white hair and strong judicial 
face tell of a life of earnest work and varied 
experience.

Church, finding it impossible, from the great 
and constantly increasing multitude of the 
saints, to set apart a separate day for each 
one, decreed that November 1 should thence- 
forward be kept as a day in honor of all the 
saints and that it should be known as All 
Hallowmas or All Saints’ Day, and 
that the night of October 81. im- 
mediately preceding it, should thereafter be 
kept as a vigil and be known as ait 
Hallow Eve, these occasions being still ob- 
served in the Catholic, Episcopal and Lu- 
theran churoebes. 

From its first origination Hallow Eve has 
been lo vested with a peculiarly mystic char- 
acter. Itis an almost universal superstition 
that supernatural influences then have un- 
usual power, that devils, witches and fairies 
are abroad, that all spirits are free to roam 
through space, and that the spiritual element 
in all living humanity can be 
detached from corporeal restraint and 
made to read its own future 
or to reveal to others what fate 
may have in store for them. As there i@noth- 
ing in the church celebration of the ensuing 
day of All Saints to justify these singular ideas 
and customs associated with Hallow Eve, and 
as none of them are of a religious character, 
we may justly regard them asrelics of Pagan 
times. 

In aliages and countries Hallow Eve has 
been deemed, as it stillis, the occasion par 
excellence for divining the answer to that 
momentous question which absorbs so large a

art in the spelisa and charms of Hai- 
ow ve. A quaint old book of 
charms published wm Edinburgh in 1670 
entitled Old Father Time’s Bundle of Fag- 
gots Newly Bound Up.“ declares an infallible 
means of getting a view of your future hus- 
band or wife is to gotobed on Hallow Eve 
with a glass of water, on which a small piece 
of wood has been placed, standing on a table 
by N bedside.

There can be no question that many of the 
observances of Hallow Eve are * from 
those of the old Roman festival cf Pomona, 
when divinations and the consulting of oracies

ALL HALLOW EVEN GAMES. 


The Nutting Shake and Other Games for 
the ‘Evening. 

In America Hallow Eve is chosen as the 
season for harvest frolics; candy pulls, 
huskings, nutting parties and melon ‘‘meets’’ 
are all greatly enjoyed. 

The ‘‘Nutting Shake“ ise anovelty. In de- 
sign it recalls many of the features common 


to All Hallow Eve during former centuries 
and utilizes them for the benefit of youn 
ople, who, having lost faith in charms an 
ortune-telling, still delight to make use of the 
mystical art for the innocent enjoyment of 
harvest festivais of to-day. The Druids al- 
ways celebrated the eve of November 1 by 
building huge fires on the hill tops in honor of 
the sun, which they worshipped; so the ‘‘Nut 
Shakers’’ likewise build hardwood fires 
around the tree which had been set apart for 
their festivities on Hallow Eve. Then dozens 
of ‘‘anternJacks’’ (excayated~ pumpkins 
with nose, eyes and mouth cut in the 
sides, through which the light’ of candles 
shine,) are set ou stumps and tree-limbs all 
through the grove. These goblin- like faces 
peer out of the darkness suggesting the weird 
| pa — of gnomes and other fairy folk. 

nterne also hang beside the path that leads 
to the shake, and bright-colored Chinese 
lamps swing here and there on leafiess limbs, 
or by ropes from tree totree. The fire dis- 
penses both light and warmth, for October 
evenin are apt to be chili, and the rugs 
and biankets spread underneath the tree 
to catch the nuts, serve as a protec- 
tion from the dampness of the ground. Lads 
and young men climb the tree preparatory to 
giving ita vigorous shaking. Girls stand un- 
derneath the tree with outstretched, 
each striving to cateh the largest number pos- 
sible of the falling nuts. 

The charmed number, seven, (so called by 
the a rules the evening. 80 the 
girl who catches seven nuts or any larger 
number, which is amultiple of seven, is con- 
sidered most fortunute. he one who secures 
the largest number of all, (if d can 
be divided evenly by seven) is de- 
claread the fair god-mother aod 
she becomes arbi of the, Shake.“ 
Seven baskets are brought, into which the 
nuts which have fallen upon the dlankets are 
gathered. Double nuts are said tosignify an 
early wedding; clusters of three a legacy ; four 
indicate great wealth; five, 4 voyage across 
the sea, six, fame as a public speaker; seven 
the possession of itt most desired 
by the finder.

planted corn mar begin. So with long 
pointed sticks some ar the corn and ap- 
pies. while others bury nuts and apples in the 

ot ashes. Still others name the nuts and lay 
them upon a shovel above the red hot coals, 
watching with deepest interest what their be- 
havior while ne may predict. If the 
nuts roast quietiy, it foreteils long and true 
friendships. It they ae about snappishly, a 
quarrel is prophesied. If one or more bursts, 
loss of money isto be expected. Those tnat 
keep moving are unstable, and such as fly 
off the shovel will remain single still another 
year. 

The same mystical interest and meaning, 
must enter into the apple roasting. Apples 
are named, likewise, for those present, after 
the apples must be turned seven times about 
on the palm of the hand before being con- 
signed to the ashes. If an apple cooks evenly 
to the core without scorching, and the seeds 
number seven or fourteen, or possibly, 
twenty-one, great good forture may be ex- 
pected. If the core proves bard or worm- 
eaten, and less than seven seeds may be 
counted, bad fortune is anticipated. Ik the 
apple bursts ite skin and files in pieces it indi- 
cates great wealth; if it fails to cook at all, 
there Is little hope of a wedding ring during 
the year. 

Again the corn roasting must * on under 
the mysterious influence of the falry folk. The 
unhusked ears are pla by sevens in das- 
kets. Bach person chooses one. If the ker- 
neis are full and run in straight lines the full 
length of the year a prosperous year is 
heralded; if the lines run unevenly and the 
kernels are not found in fall numbers and well 
filled ont, bad fortune is at hand. If the Ker- 
nels, however, number seven, or some mul- 
tiple of seven, the evil omens may be over- 
come. 

Treasures from the melon patch may well 
become a part of the feast, and the seeds must 
not be allowed to escape the spell of Al! Hal- 
low Eve. So the melon is cut in seven sec- 
tions and given bylottothe party. Theseeds 
are carefully treasured. They are laid upon a 
tripod (a box cover will do as well). ven 
names are given, each name being called 4 
number. he arbitress or god-mother, wit 
a pointed stick, pokesthe seeds one dy onc, 
while repeating the following: 

One will be healthy, two will be wealthy, 
Three will seek fortune and fame; 
Four will grow stingy. five will look dingy, 
Six wil! secure & great name, 
But seven for me, my best friend shall be. : 

This mock incantation is repeated until] the 
last seed of each section of the melon is 
counted. The final number is supposed to 
settie the fortune of the persons named. 

One of the superstitions of Hallo Eve’’ 
has been that any young girl who will stand 
blindfolded before the mirror at the midaight 
hour shall, if the blind is removed on the 
seh of 12, see the face of her future hus-

In the new social 
state, the paradise of nationalism, 
there are still cigars and i cigarettes, 
and, I suppose, whisky, and narcotics are 
freely used to do violence tothe human sys- 


tem. Thatis, no moral advance made, 
and no intellectual, and yet all the world is 
happy on the basis of haying enough to eat, 
drink and wear. Is our future to be any- 
thing so bare, so flat, so contemptible? One 
reason why we baveso much troubie now is 
because our aims are high. Our s mle Is 
for higher moral conditions, and higher 
mental. But this ‘evolution’ of the new 
sort flats down to a square meal and enough. 
It is the glorious e of enough. 
ButI think you will bardly be prepared for 
his readiness to leap chasms as follows: ‘Of 
course you willsee that dependence on the 
purely voluntary choice of vocations involves 
the abolition of anything like unhygienic con- 
aitions, or special peril to life and limb.’ In 
other words, there must be no fire depart- 
ment, because of peril to lite and limb. Build- 
ing tall houses over twenty feet high must be 
prohibited. Keeping Jersey bulls I consider 
truly arisk to lite and limb. I had a friend 
killed by a chemical experiment. No one ever 
knows what may come of a new chemical 
combination—they mustbe forbidden. is 
not as safe to travel on sea as on land. he 
peril to life and limb is often enormous. We 
must dispense with ships. Raliiroading ls ex- 
traordinarily hazardous. ‘Of course a volun- 
tary choice of vocation involves the abolition’ 
of rallroads. 

In replying to the above, all that Is neces- 
sary to do, as far as logic is concerned, is to 
request the doctor toawallow a dose of his 
own medicine; for be says: But it is unnec- 
ésesary, and itis criminal, in an effort to re- 
form, to exaggerate the evils that exist, and 
tall wholly to give the filling of the picture 
that shows the good as well as the bad. 

Yes, itis criminal to misrepresent or de- 
nounce anything, either from ineuflicient 
knowledge of the subject, or by neglecting to 
give it the fullest sentation. 

If the writer will glance backwards over the 

ages of history he will see clearly that this 

as been, through all known ages, the recep- 
tion given the newer, the higher law of life. 
Did the gentle Nazarene’s reproval of the 
Pharisees and money changers constitute the 
whole of hie teachings? Yet for these, mata- 
ly. he was crucified. He came in conflict 
with all the abominable selfishness of his age. 
And it suited usurpation the best to put him 
out ot the way. And in this niweteenth cen- 
tury those who are. endeavoring to bring 
about an honest, practical application of bis 
teachings for the government of the world are 
equally in the way, and but for the ever 
spreading, never dying 2 of truth, now 
numbering its disciples by millions through- 
out the world,every reformer would be just as 
severely dealt with as Christ was; for the 
hearts of the selfish are as cruel now as then. 

The following extract, delivered in a speech 
in St. Louls in 1876, explains this ceaseless 
opposition and warfare against reform: ‘‘So 
intricate are the meshes of individual selfish 
interests interwoven through all the 
cations of commercial and social lite that we 
cannot expect any change for the better if left 
to the voluntary choice of individuals. It ro- 
forms transpire in the near future they must 
come through intelligent organization.’’ 
Evolution of the intelligent few, to plan and 
command, to teach and lead the less favored 
to atruer civilization. While all the inter- 
ests of life are based upon antagonizing, self» 
destructive influences our moral éthics will 
continue of alow order. We have patterned 
too much after the instinctive animalism of 
the lower orders of creation. In fact have re- 
versed the order of nature. The higher 
should aspire still higher, but keep reaching 
down with generous sympathy, ever endeay- 
oring to assist the lower to attain higher 
planes of development. Because the strong- 
est buffalo gores a weaker one to death

of the herd, because the strongest d in the 
fight can wrest the bone from 4 weaker one 
with impunity, that does not justify mankind 
in continuing this competitive spoliation. It 
is the structure ‘‘built on a sandy founda- 
tion,’’ and the rain and the winds came and 
smote against it and it fell. 

With every motive of use in life spring: 
ing from and impelled by greed or seif- 
aggrandizement, what else can we 
but unjust, strongly defined lines of 
soc demarcation. Affluence, lam 
and arrogance on the one band, and pov- 
erty, debasing servility and destructive 
viciousness on the other. (These are offered 
as the general rule, not as the exception, for 
well we know there are plenty of good people 
in every community—but the great trouble Is 
that they are not combined for effective 
reform work.) 

You ask for proofs of the utter worthlessness 
of the present social and economical status. 
The following are some: Look at the millions 
of unemployed, haggard with sorrow and 
want. Look at the poorty clad, half famished 
mothers and children in every city. Look at 
the unoultured children of the poor, No 
money to purchase clothing and books to at- 
tend school—yea, worse still, forced whiist 
mere infants in some cases to scour the gut- 
ters for scraps of food. Lookatthe crowded 
tenements and miserable dwelilngs, for which 
the poor pay fully one-fourth of theix earnings 
for inadequate shelter. Look at the crimes 
resulting from this crowding in places unfit to 
herd swine lu. You ask who compels them to 
dwell there? We answer the greed that robbed 
their parents and their parents’ parents, kept 
them in ignorance and forced them 
down, down, down ia the slums. 
You ask why do they remain in orance? 
Why do they keep down in this free Republic? 
We answer, through the indifference of the 
more intelligent, on whom the 
rests, for they have not done the
